During the rece3s the German 
delegation would consult with 
the Government at Bonn to 
formulate on basis for on ex- 
peditiaus settlement when the 
conference resumes, he sald. 


. Mr James Grafum Rogers, 
American chalrman of the con- 
ference’s Creditors. Committee, 
said that any German construc- 
tive proposals put forward after 
the recess would find the eredi- 
«or, in a responaive frame of 
mind. . : 

The conference’s four ncgo- 
tating. commitices have so far 
held more than 40 meetings.
